The A tlanta Constitution informs us 1 
that hard by the bare walls of the old* 
est insane asylum in Am erica, in W i ll­ 
iamsburg, Ya., flourishes according to j 
repute theonly yew tree in these United 
States.

trot' and looking toward the southeast I 
across a rolling meadow 
watered by j 
flowing springs, 
one can se** almost! 
w ithin hailing distance the mossy roof 
of a ram bling old cottage. 
M ore than a century and a half ago ; 
the massive ax-hewn timbers of the 
wide, low dw elling were erected. 
And j 
when the master of the cottage, with 
his fam ily, had once established his ■ 
lares and penates, 
there might have I 
been seen at frequent intervals a g a l­ 
lant young cavalier who wan vain to i 
show the paces of his well-bred steed,' 
and, incidentally, of course, his own j 
graceful 
equitation, upon 
Tazewell : 
avenue. 
For the owner of the cottage had a 
daughter! 
Now this young man who visited the 
cottage across the meadow on Paze- 
weil avenue was M ajor George W a s h ­ 
ington. 


The owner of the cottage on Taze­ 
well avenue w ithin hail of the yew tree 
was a man named Sm ith. 
H e was a 
person of some means and much re­ 
spectability, and laid claim to noble 
descent. 
He was also held 
in some 
favor at “ the palace,” where the col­ 
onial governors kept semi-royal state 
in those days. 
M r. Sm ith was blessed 
with a daughter who was one of the 
reigning beauties of the capital, and 
for her the proud father cherished m at­ 
rim onial ambitions. 
It was a real old-fashioned, three- 
volume love story. 
As usual, the stern 
and haughty parent had <-a»ily the best 
of it. 
For, when M ajor 
W ashington 
form ally applied for permission to pay 
hi» addresses to the g irl with honorable 
intent, her father taunted him with his 
poverty, laughed at his social preten­ 
sions, scornfully ordered him out of the 
bou-e, and forbade all further inter­ 
course with his daughter. 
The future 
President had a w ill of his own, and 
on his personal motion the episode 
would not have ended thus inglorious- 
ly. 
He would have arranged an elope­ 
ment, and doubtless carried it off suc­ 
cessfully, too, but the g irl lacked the 
courage and independence to take »0 
radical a step, 
and 
W ashington was 
compelled to submit to a fate he could 
not overcome, 
it was not until he had 
exhausted every honorable means to 
possess his sweetheart that W ash in g ­ 
ton rode away and sought to efface her 
memory in difficult and dangerous en­ 
terprises. 
It is related that on his de­ 
parture the girl fell ill and 
well 
died of grief and mortification.

The most wonderful of 
the many 
Texan freaks and monstrosities that has 
ever came under our notice was the fa­ 
mous “ ten horned Jack county cow. ” 
This remarkab le freak of nature was 
horn in Jack county , in the state ab ove 
mentioned, in 18*7. 
She was literally 
•‘horns from head to foot.”

the place where the regulation split hoof 
should have b een, were monstrous cro o k­ 
ed and gnarled horns, seemingly solid 
throughout.

ed more like r a m ’s horns than any thing

of Paris, Tt x.

dew claw horns, in addition to those 
just describ ed, make a t tal of eight 
horns, which, w ith the two on her head,

owned t his q ueer b east b efore she was 
taken from the range, a Mr, Oliver, re 
peatedly 
sawed 
these 
extraordinary 
growt hs oil, b ut they were s o pi rsistent 
and grow so rapidly that site w:v- finally 
soi l, b ecause it was an utter impossib il­ 
ity for her to graze and stand upon 
hornlike stilts 
which made her legs! 
from J8 inches to 2 foot longer than 
they should have b een.— St Louis R e­ 
pub lic.

The scenery of J a va is, I think, trop­ 
ical perfection.

A ll is va lley 
and m ounta in, cultiva ted w ith bea uti­ 
ful crops— irrigated ricefields, emerald 
green stretches of ta ll, w a ving rnaiz**, 
sm a ll thickets of bamboos, g ra cefully 
bending to tho brecz*— or covered w ith 
a tropical verdure only equa led in beau­ 
ty by the forests of South America. Be­ 
ing only m idda y w hen w e arrived at 
Ta ssikm a la ya , w e ordered tiffin and two 
carts to be ready an hour la ter to take 
us on a 25 m ile sta g e to Band jar. So at 
2 o ’clock w e were once more en rout** in 
the usua l conveya nces of sm a ll a w ning 
covered carts——each dra wn by th.-ee 
ponies— one for ourselves a nd the other 
for tho baggage. For the first few hours 
w e passed frequently throug h sm a ll vil­ 
lages, when* the ponies were watered, 
and our drivers cha tted w ith the fruit 
sellers, and smoked sm a ll ta pering cig ­ 
arettes, w hich they boug ht for a quarter 
penny the packet. 
The la st part of the journey was 
through ta ll jung le, and as the sun had 


s e t somo tw o hours before our arrival 
at our destina tion, it w a s no easy mut­ 
ter for the drivers to keep the road in 
the inky darkness. F in a lly a long , steep 
h ill took us down from the comparative 
coolness of a hig h a ltitude into the 
fetid swa m ps where lies the town of 
Bandjar. A t first sig ht you w ould think 
these swa m ps inha bited, in such myriads 
do the fireflies flit to and fro, or hang 
m otionless, la m plike, in the m isty air, 
g iving one the idea of the lig hts of 
some dista nt villa g e. 
A ll the na tives 
here, as elsewhere in the isla nd, hold 
the w hite man in g rea t awe, and as 
yon pass a long ull doff their hug** brim 
med ha ts, and some kneel by the way 
side. 
In such tow ns 111 the interior as 
Bandjar there are no hotels, but tli 
Dutch g overnm ent provides free stop­ 
ping houses for tra velers— dirty, tumble 
down places for the most part— where a 
caretaker w ill look a fter them for a 
“ considera tion.” — W estm inster 
Re­ 
view.

A frica n D w a rf P a lm . 
Of lute years the dw a rf palm so abun­ 
dant in Africa lias been profitably u til­ 
ized by French artisans, the leaves, it is 
stated, furnishing 50 per cent of a fiber 
w hich is extensively used as a cheap 
substitute for horsehair, according to 
the follow ing process: The fiber is ex­ 
tracted either by hand combing or by 
means of drums w ith needles and knives 
worked by steam power. The green fiber 
is tw isted or curled in its raw state and 
finds several a pplica tions. 
The black 
sort is at first dyed in baths of sulpha te 
of iron and logwood, then twisted and 
ag a in dyed. 
T his fiber, it is a lleg ed, 
possesses two a dva nta g es over a nim a l 
fiber, w hich ha ve led to its extensive 
em ploym ent, it being exempt from in­ 
sect destruction and some 75 per cent 
less expensive tha n horsehair. 
There 
are, it is said, la rg e works 111 Alg eria , 
where the lea ves are bought in la rg e 
qua ntities and the fiber cleaned on a 
com m ercia l scale. 
In Oran one fa ctory 
prepares da ily some 00 bales of 200 
pounds each. In another, by a pa rticula r 
process, a firm prepares the m a teria l 
black and brillia nt, w ithout sm ell or 
dust, at the rate of 50 tons per month. 
As m a teria l for the coarser descriptions 
of puper it has a lso proved serviceable. 
New* York Sun. 


Several descriptions of the tea cig a ­ 


r e t t e have been printed, but these have 
erred in the presumption tha t the tea 
w a s taken as sold, rolled up in a paper 
and smoked. 
Tins w ould be pra ctica lly 
impossible, as the sharp edg es of the tea 
would cut the paper in a ll directions, 
spoil the dra ft and render the cig a rettes 
unsmokable. 
To make the tea cig a rette one takes a 
grade of green tea w hich has but little 
dust, being composed of unbroken leaf, 
and dampens it ca refully, ju s t enough to 
permit the lea ves to be unrolled w ith ­ 
out being broken, and so as to be left 
plia ble and capable of being stuffed in 
the paper cylinder, w h ile the dampness 
is not sufficient to sta in the paper. The 
cig a rettes are la id a side for a few days 
and are then ready to be smoked. 
The feelin g of a toa cig a rette in the 
month is peculia r. 
The ta ste is not so 
disagreeable as m ig ht be supposed, but 
the effect on the tyro is a sense of thick­ 
ening in the head and a disposition to 
tak. hold of som ething or sit down. 
If 
the beg inner quits them, that settles it, 
he w ill not try tea cig a rettes again. 
If, 
however, the smoker sits down and tries 
a second cig a rette, inha ling it deeply, 
then the thickening feeling passes and 
is succeeded by one of intense exhila ra ­ 
tion. 
The nervi'H are stim ula ted until 
tho smoker feels like flying , skirt danc­ 
ing or doing som ething else entirely out 
of the com m on wa y. This sta g e la sts as 
long as the smoke continues, w hich is 
until the rea ction of the stomach sets in. 
Words ca nnot describe the final effects 
of the tea cig a rette. 
The a g ony of the 
opium fiend is a shadow* to tha t of the 
na usea ted victim of the tea cig a rette. It 
w ill be hours before food can bo looked 
at, yet the first step towa rd a cure is a. 
cup of tea. 
An hour a fterwa rd comes 
the cra ving for the tea cig a rette. — C in­ 
cinna ti Tribune.
